They are the dates on which 
teenage boys lost 
their 
lives 


through drownings in the Dela­ 
ware River and other danger­ 
ous, unprotected areas. 


The long summer season is far 
from over. 


Four In River 


There probably will bc more 
drownings. Already, the toll in 
Lower Bucks is five, including 
a 
2^-year-old 
Levittown boy 
drowned in a 
neighbor’s 
out­ 
door pool after scaling a six-foot 
high fence. 


On the New Jersey side of the 
Delaware River, tragedy struck 
hard last Saturday when tom­ 
boys drowned near Riverside. 
What’s being done to prevent 
s u c h 
tragedies? 
Actually, 
there’s l i t t l e police, rescue 
squads, Red Cross or other of­ 
ficials can do except to issue 
warnings against swimming in 
treacherous waters. 
Safe swimming depends whol­ 
ly upon the individual who takes 
his or her chances in plunging 


into such unprotected areas as 
the Delaware River, Neshaminy 
Creek 
and 
other 
lakes 
and 
streams 
throughout 
L o w e r 
Bucks. 


“Swim Properly” 


First, as Jam es R. Hill, direc­ 
tor of safety services for t h e 
Bucks County chapter 
of the 
American Red Cross put it, “ the 
big thing is to learn to swim 
properly.’’ 


Hill todax warned swimmers 


— bota young and old — to 
swim only in guarded areas, “ lf 
you 
do 
go 
swimming 
where 
there are no lifeguards,” Hill 
continued, “ don’t go in alone. 
And 
have

planks, etc., handy. You’ll find 
these things along beaches,” he 
noted.

He reiterated his belief that 
the bill is constitutional and he 
urged those who believe other­ 
wise to test it in the courts as 
promptly as possible so that it 
could go into effect in the Sep­ 
tember school term. 


The bill, with a July I effec­ 
tive date, requires public school 
districts to provide tax-paid bus 
transportation to parochial and 
non-profit private school chil­
